I ()3(), f ranklm I). R o o se v e lt, after specifically enum era ti ng the 
powers with which the C onstitution invests the federal G o v e r n m e n t 
and em phas izin g the expre ss provision that all others were reserved 
to the states or to the people, said: 


“ L e t us r e m e m b e r that from the very beginning diffet 
ences in climate, soil conditions, habits an d m o d e s of living 
in states sep a ra te d by th ousands of miles rendere d it n e c e s ­ 
sary to give the fullest individual latitude to the individual 
states. 
R e m e m b e r i n g that the mining states of the Rockies, 
the fertile s a v a n n a h s of the South, the prairies of the W est, 
and the rocky soil of the New L n g la n d states creat ed many 
prob lems, in tr oduce d m a n y factors in each locality, which 
have no existence in others, it is obvious that alm ost every 
new or old p rob le m of g o v e rn m e n t must lie solved, if it is 
to be solved to the satisfaction of the people of the whole 
country, by each state in its own way. 


“ I here are m a n y glaring e x a m p le s of where exclusive 
federal c o n tro l is manifestly against the sch e m e and intent 
of our Constitution 


I hat there is a g ra v e d a n g e r to free A m e r i c a in any weak ening 
of the barrier between state an d federal authorities is perfectly clear 
to the President, as is a p pa re nt fr om this passage in the sam e a d d r e s s : 
“ Now, to bring ab out g o v e rn m e n t by o l i g a r c h y m a s ­ 
querading as d e m o c r a c y , it is fu ndam entally essential that 
practically all authority an d control be centralized in our 
national G o v e rn m e n t. 
I he individual sovereignty of our 
states must first be d e s tro y e d e x c e p t in m e re minor m atters 
of legislation. 
W e are safe from the d a n g e r of any such 
d e p a r tu re from the principles on which this country wras 
fou n ded just so long as the individual h o m e rule of the 
states is scrupulously p reserved and fought for whenever 
they s eem in danger. 
I hus it will be seen that this h o m e rule is a most im ­ 
portan t thing— the most vital thing— if we are to continue 
along the course on which we have so far progressed with 
such u n p reced en ted success. 
Nor did the theoretical a d v a n t a g e s of an intellectual dictatorship 
in the central g ov e rn m e n t have any attractions for the f ranklin D. 
R o o s ev elt of M arch 2, 19 30, as witness this: 
“ I he doctrine of regulation and legislation by mast er 
minds, 
in whose ju d g m en t and will all the people m a y 
gladly and quietly acquiesce, has been too glaringly a p p a r ­ 
ent at W ash in g ton during these last ten years. W e r e it p o s ­ 
sible to find ‘m aster m ind s’ so unselfish: so willing to d ecid e 
unhesitatingly against their own personal interests or pri­ 
vate pre ju dices; men almost god-like in their ability to hold 
the scales of justice with an even h a n d — such a g o v e r n ­ 
ment might lie in the interests of the country, but there are 
none such on our political horizon, an d we c a n n o t e x p e c t a 
c o m p l e t e reversal of all the teachings of history. 
So it is plain that all the federal court decisions which are now 
confining federal agen cies within the federal d om ain , and state court 
decisions which have tile effect of ousting th em from state preserves.
